Blanton • would accomplish by having 
the Federal government pay $I,0(i0 
in cash ami $60 a month for life t<» 
each living Confederate soldier and 
each living widow of a Confederate 
.«ohiier. 
A bill to safeguard the transmis­ 
sion of interstate traffic and United 
States mails; to punish unlawful con­ 
spiracies, to protect citizens in their 
right to labor and to punish unlawful 
interferences therewith; ami to pro­ 
hibit and punish 
certain 
seditious 
acts against the Government of the 
United States and to prohibit the use 
of the mails in the furtherance 
of 
such acts. 
Mr. Blanton also would end the so- 
called mileage graft by members oC 
Congress, by limiting 
the 
amount 
paid them by the Government

mileage to their actual expenses.
